the Governor, "and tbie Memorial Hall 
at Decs tur ia intended to be need to 
keep mementoes o' the war and tbe evi- 
dences ot the work of the Grand Arm? of 
tbe Republic, The COB i of tne bnild'ng 
will be about 3250,000, Mid it will require 
a large sum to maintain the institution. 
The funds are to be raiwd by voluntary 
contributions, Ways and menus will b* 
considered at tbe coming encampment."

As each 
division pnsaed borjeath tbe triumphal 
arches lit Lie girls, appropriately decked 
in the national colors, showered ibe vet- 
erans with bouquets.

There waa » damaging head-ead oollt- 


aiou on the main line of the Illinois Oen- 
tial road below the Sangamon river 
bridge 400 feel, at about 1:10 o'otock this 
morning, and as a result a P., D, & E. 
engine and B thiee-wbeeler Central 
engine 
were 
totally disabled and 


loaded oars of both trains were burled 
down the embankment, wholly demol- 
ished — pieces of the care, the contents 
and trucks scattered everywhere, Tbe 
damage wilt aggregate something like

longs, 


The REPUBLICAN reporter visited the 


scene of tbe wreck this forenoon and 
found offid ils and train crews of both 
roads preheat trying to clear the track. 
The trains fame together with a terrific 
crash, tbe Peoria, Decatnr & Evans villa 
train going routb at full speed, and the 
Illinois Central train at a stand still or 
backing slowly up to reach tue junction 
to escape the collision.

A E. engine wheels were off the track, 
while thoEt (ii I be Central were partly 
lifted at tbe f out.
